He Declares That His Own Course 
Has Been Perfectly Correct. 
New Year Day Was Joy- 
ously Celebrated at 
Caracas.

Caracas, January 
Said today: 

“All depends on the conduct of the al- 
lies. My own.conduct has been entirely 
correct. I-+-am fulfilling all reasonable 
demands.”’ 

Nowhere could the New Year festival 
have been celebrated with greater en- 
thusiasm than in this city. The Ven- 
ezuelans are not celebrated for thrift, 
and they will cheerfuliy spend on New 
Year festivities a considerable part of 
what they have earned for months pre- 
viously. Outside the harbor the foreign 
war ships keep silent watch, but the 
blockade has little effect on the spirits 
of the people these days. 

With gay clothes and a little money 
to spend, the natives are happy. They 
have been accustomed to live in a mar- 
tial atmosphere and would miss the fa- 
miliar tramp of armed men and th@ oc- 
casional fusillade in the streets or hbign- 
ways. 

New Year's eve was ushered in with 
much singing, dancing and drinking. The 
sky was ablaze with fireworks; bands pa- 
raded the streets, which were elaborately 
decorated for the occasion.» The scene 
resembled the carnival at Naples. Gay 
crowds of senors and senoritas in all 
their finery thronged the streets, joking 
and laughing. Occasionally some one 
would gaze seaward and mutter a male- 
diction. But altogether the sentiment 
Was epicurean, and the crowds were de- 
termined to enjoy life while they could. 


Conditions Made by Castro. 

Washington, January 2.—The condition 
which President Castro attached to his 
response to the allies’ arbitration pro- 
posal was in the nature of an alternative 
proposition. Almost from the beginning 
showing an aversion to The Hague 
tribunal, Castro, while accepting the 
principle of arbitration, asked that the 
case be tried by one of the American 
republics. As President. Roosevelt al- 
ready has declined to act in the capacity 
of arbitrator, and as some of the reasons 
which inspired him in his. declination 
would apply with equal force to the chief 
executive of any other American state 
than the United States, he was obliged 
to withhold any indorsement of this 
proposition of President Castro.

Washington, January 2.—Senator Hoar 
has completed, and today made public, 
the anti-trust bill which he asked leave 
before the senate adjourned for the holl- 
days to introduce. The bill goes to tho 
committee on judiciary, of which Senator 
It is entitled, “A Dill 
for the regulation of trists and corpora- 
tions engaged in internal or interstate 
commerce.”’ 

The first section continues in force the 
present interstate commerce act, and the 
So-called Sherman anti-trust’ law. Sec- 
tion 2 appropriates $500,000 to enable the 
attorney general to ptfosecute offenses 
under this and existing acts, and author- 
izes him to employ necessary assistance. 

Conditions Prescribed. ae 

Section 3 provides that after June 30, 


- 1904, ‘‘no corporation, joint stock company, 


or other association, whose stockholders 
are not personally liable for their debts, 
created by any state or territory, snall 
engage’ in commerce with foreign nations 
or among the several states, jor continue 
to carry on such commerce, unless it 
shall comiply with the following condi- 
tions:

the party to such transaction. And he 
may further require the reasons for such 
distinction and thé circumstances attend- 
ing the same. 

Section 4 provides: 

“That every person, corporation, joint 
stock company or other association en- 
gaged in commerce with foreign nations 
or among the several states, who shall 
enter into any contract, combination or 
conspiracy, or who shall give any direc- 
tion or authority to do any act for the 
purpose of driving out of business any 
other person engaged therein, or who for 
such purpose shall, in the course of such 
commerce, sell any article or product at 
less than its fair market. value, or at a 
less price than it is accustomed to de- 
mand or Jeceive therefor in any other 
place under like conditions; or who shall 
sell any article upon a condition, con- 
tract or undertaking that it shall not be

A splendid showing is made by the 
department of public works in the annual 
reports of Commissioner H.° ¥%. Collier, 
which was completed yesterday after- 
The report has been done into 
ty,yewritten form by James Keiley? one 
of the clerks in the office of the commis- 
sioner, and he has been materially aided 
oy E. Mose Holland, the efficient book- 
keeper of the department. 

Commissioner Collier has been partic- 
ularly fortunate in the selection of his 
office force, and much of the good work 
that has been done by the department 
during the year is attributable to the 
carefyiness and efficiency of the clerks. 
although the commissioner, as the head 
of the department, has, of course, directed 
affairs generally, both inside and outside 
his office. 

A comparative statement of the street 
work done during 1902 and that done dur- 
ing 1%1 shows that more work Was done 
in all the wards of the city, with the ex- 
ception of the fourth and seventh. The 
work in the fourth is off about $2,000 and 
the work in the seventh decreased by 
about $1,000.

The conclusions and recommendations 
of Commissioner Collier are as follows: 

To keep within financial ‘bounds I was 
compelled to place a very. large part of 
my free labor forces, foremen, guards, 
carpenters and drivers on half time for 
the last month. This worked a great 
hardship on them, since the prevaifng 
wages, when on full time, scarcely 
enabled them to supply themselves and 
families with the actual necessities of 
life. With .provision, fuel, etc., at the 
present prices, $1 per day is too little to 
pay a man for any kind of labor. It 
would be true economy for the city to 
pay the highest wages and thereby com- 
mand the best labor. To enable her em- 
,ployees to properly provide for those de- 
pendent upon them and to school their 
children the city should not ask. any 
among them to work for less than $1.25 
per day. The foremen of my departrfient 
deserve $75, the guards $50 and the drivers 
$35 per month. Men filling similar posi- 
tions in ether corporations receive as 
much. I sincerely trust the honorable 
mayor and genefal council of 1903 will 
consent to these advances. 

The prison physician, Dr. Mell Martin, 
has been very faithful in his services to 
the inmates of the prison. Considering 
the class of prisoners we have, a large 
percentage syphilitic, thec health of the 
prison has been exceptionally good. Dutr- 
ing the. year we | a prisoner to die 
from the effects of an epileptic fit, the 
first lost in two years. 

The general condition of my cquipment 
is very good; mules, horses, harness, 
wagons, tools and machinery all in ex- 
cellent condition. We need very much at 
least ten more double teams to enable 
us to work our forces to the best ad- 
vantage. Recently, by permission of your 
honorable body, I sold ten of our oldest 
mules at satisfactory prices. During the 
year we. lost a mule and a horse; the 
forrger fell on frozen ground last winter 
and broke his leg and had to be killed; 
the latter died of acute indigestion. We 
had with him for several heurs Dr. Jolly, 
the veterinary surgeon, who labored ear- 
nestly, but could not give relief.

The Engineering Dgpartment 
Completes Exceptionally 
Fine Report: 


More permanent improvergents were 
made in Atlanta during 1902 @nd@ at tess 
cost than ever before in the higtory of 
the city, according to the annual feport 
of City Engineer Clayton, which was 
completed yesterday morning. : 

This work has been done by Captain 
R. M. Clayton, the city engineer, Assist- 
ant City Engineer W. T. B. Wilson and 
Second Assistant City Engineer W. T. 
Wilson, who are tnoroughly acquainted 
with the street, sidewalk and sewer 
work and whose services to the city have 
been invaluable. 

The annual report will be made to 
council during the session of. next Moms 
day afternoon and the fact that more 
work ‘Aas been done with jess money will 
be ‘particularly gratifying to the mein- 
bers of council. 

Following are the figures of the re- 
port upon the sewer work that has been 
done during the year: 

Loyd street extension, 1,350 feet, size 10 
feet and 6 inches in diameter, construct- 
ed at a cost of $22,061.12. 

Beckwith street extension, 786 feet, size 
4 feet and 6 inches by 6 feet and 9 inches, 
constructed at a cost of $4,043.12 

Mineral Spring sewer, 560 feet, size 4 
feet and 10 inches by 7 feet and 3 incaes, 
constructed at a cost of $3,634.73. 

Thése three make a total of 2,696 feet 
constructed at a cost of $29,738.97. 

During the year 6.34 miles of lateral 
sewers were constructed at a cost of 
$29,761.73. . 

The total cost of all sewer work in the 
city during the year, therefore, wag $59.- 
000.70, 

Sewer Assessments. 

The total assessments upon property 
for sewer work was $33,025.65. und the 
collections aggregated $25,395.70, leaving 
$7,629.95 as the amount of uncollected or 
exempt bills. The bills not yet turned 
over to tae proper official for collection 
aggregate $1,937.20, which must be sub- 
tracted from the $7,629.95. 

There are now in Atlanta 100.47 miles of 
sewers, which have been constructed at 
a total cost of $918,548.24. 

During 1902 1.43 miles of asphalt were 
laid at a total cost of $71,303.41. This 
work has been divided as follows’ 

Whitehall street, from the viaduct to 
Windsor street, at a cost of $33,429.76. 

Peters street, from Haynes to Walker 
Street, at a cost of $14,339.56. 

Pryor street, from Mitchell to Alabama 
Street, at a cost of $8,678.39. 

Hunter street, from Pryor street to 
Central avenue, at a cost of $3,375.60. 

Whitehall street, from the Southern 
railway bridge to the Whitehall street 
crossing, at a cost of $11,480.10. 

The total miles of permanent street 
paying in Atlanta number 63.39, and they 
~ been laid at a total cost of $2,131,- 

The engineering department has laid 
during 1902, 6.08 miles of curbing and side- 
walks at a cost of $27,207.18. The total 
miles of sidewalks and curbing in Atlanta 
number 227.17, which have been laid at a 
total cost of $757,154.20. 

The value of all public improvements 
since 1880, including sewers, street paving, 
curbing and sidewalks, is. $3,807,667.34. 

Comparison with the annual reports of 
the engineering department of former 
years shows that much more work was 
done during 1902 with less money than 
ever before in the history of the city. 
It is also very probable that no other city 
in the country can show s0 much work 
for such little money as can Atlanta, and 
the reason for it is the efficiency of the 
officials of the engineering department 
and their strict attention to duty.

The report is very able and compre- 
mensive and refiec@s considerable credit 
upon the bridge committee and its chair- 
man and for the excellent management 
of the bridges during the year. 

The report follows: 

To the Mayor and General Council. of 
the City of Atlanta—Gentlemen: Your 
committee on bridges beg leave to submit 
the following report: 


Tne Peters street viaduct, for which 
a contract nas been made the city, 
has not been commenced. The sum of 
$5,000 that was appropriated for this 
purpose still remains in the hands of the 
city. ‘There will be required, in order 
to carry out the citiy’s part of the con- 
tract, in addition to the sum contributed 
by the railroads, a furtner sum of $10,- 
800. Certain amendments have - been 
made to the original plan of the bridge, 
at the suggestion of the railroaq com- 
panies, which will involve an additional 
expense of $9,239.25. This last cost is to 
be furnished entirely by tae railroad 


eompanies. ‘ 


The delay in beginning the building 
of the Peters street viaduct has been 
caused mai**/ on account of the delay 
in havine _ «ters filled by f#e steel man- 
ufactu"«te*plant. We are ‘issured that 
this work will begin very syon. 

During last year we painted wholly 
or in part tae following bridges: Mitchell 
street, Jones avenue, Forsyth street, 
Magnolia street, Broad street and Bell 
street, at a total cost of $3,122.80. This 
work was done under the immediate su- 
pervision of the city engineer and by day 
labor. We asked for and received bids 
to do this work by contract. The lowest 
bid offered as $4,185, 

We have saved the city $1,062.20. and 
we are assured by the city engineer that 
the work nas been done better and with 
better material than ever before. 

We received an appropriation of $500 
to raise Forsyth street bridge. This work 
was done at a cost of $275.30. 

The repairs on Nelson street bridge 
have been completed. We recéived an 


appropriation that was the ex 
appro) =e e exact amount

Viaduct has 
let, and the work - ag deen 


is now progressing, 
but not completed. The reason of this 
delay was that the work was retarded 
by litigation, 

The appropriation for repairs: to wooden 
bridges was $500 ; this work has been done 
at a cost of $336.52. The appropriation 
for the English avenue bridge was $700: 
this work has been completed at a cost 
Of $268.69. As to the English avenue 
bridge, it may be stated that the original 
intention was to have abutments of ma- 
sonry, but since the scheme of extending 
the trunk sewers has been advanced. it 
was thought the masonry abutments 
would be necessary expense. This ac- 
counts in some measure for the reduction 
in cost. 

The bridges of the city are mainly for 
the purpose of spanning the tracks of 
railroad companies, being a mutual ad- 
vantage to the public and to the rail- 
road companies. To a large extent they 
have been built with joint funds, raised 
by the city and the railroad companies, 
but heretofore no provision has been 
made by which the railroad companies 
share the expense of maintaining and re- 
pairing these bridges. This is a matter 
that should not be further neglected. 
Some fair but equitable arrangement 
should be made with these ccmpanies by 
which they should carry a part of this 
burden. We recommend that the next 
mayor and committee on bridges call a 
meeting with representatives of the rail- 
roads and arrange with them for a pre 
rata distrybution of this expense. 

Your committee acknowledges that it 
is deeply indebted to Captain R. M. Clay- 
ton, city engineer, for his patient and 
watchful interest in the labors of thie 
committee during the past year. Under 
his supervision all its money has been 
spent, and ,.we are satisfied that every 
dollar has been honestly and intelligently 
spent.

WALK OW YOUR .SOLE. 


Good Example. 


Exchange: Wrong methods of walking— 
such as no savage and no trained athlete 
| are guilty of—are responsible for the 
| comparatively new industry of rubber 
| heels for boots and shoes. The object 
| of this device is to prevent jars to the 
spinal column ~while walking. 

Such devices would be less needed if 
people would stand and walk naturally, 
with most of the weight of the body rest- 
| ing on the balls of the feet. This is the 

way the American Indian walks. He 
‘leans forward. just enough to keep the 
| center of gravity off the heels and on 
the springy balls of his feet. The same 
attitude is noticeable in trained walkers 
and runners. Even when they wear 
shoes with heels to them an inch high, 
the latter, though they may touch the 
ground first, bear only a small part of 
the weight of the body. 

In England, where pedestrianism has 
long been a fashionable exercise, even 
the women walk naturally. In fact, the 
average Englishman may be recognized 
in almost any part of the world by his 
| walk—backbone held straight and body 
inclined forward till the heels barely 
touch the ground, 

In the large cities of ths country, where 
| the majority of people lead sedentary 
lives, natural walking seems to be a lost 
art. Through a desire to stand erect, 
shoulders are thrown back and the ab- 
| domen protruded. In this posture most 
| of the weight of the body falls on the 
| heels, and the nervous system suffers. 
When high heels are worn the injury is 
aggravated by that much. 


heels should not be worn. A high-heeled 
shoe is not comfortable. It does not look 
pretty to the great majority of people. 
[t is not a serviceable shoe. It is always 
an expensive shoe. It produces corns 
misshaped feet, bunions, crooked toes and 
very quickly converts what ought to be 
a very pretty and graceful organ into an 
unsightly, ugly, deformed appendage.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


29 —Bradstreet’s 


New York, January 
tomorrow will say: 

“Holiday observances and stock taking 
limit new business, but do not decrease 
satisfaction and contidence. Wholesaie 
distribution hus been down to a mini- 
mum, while retail buying, although sat- 
istactory, feels reaction from previous 
activity. Additional] returns as to Ive 
trade contirm earlier estimates of in- 
crease in nearly all lines of distribution 
and industry. Aside from this develop- 
ments are scarce. Perhaps the most 
notable features are tne strength of 
prices of staples as the year opens and 
the hopefulness as to the outlook for 
next spring and summer's trade. One 
unfavorable feature is the continued 
shortage of anthracite coal in the east. 

‘Reports of increased trade in 1l¥vz over 
1901 continue to come from nearly all 
northern, western, southwestern and Pa- 
cific coast points. Examples of this are 
given in the cases of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City, waoich show a net’ gain in all 
trade over. 1901. Chicago reports job- 
bers ‘having more orders on tneir books 
than in previous years; that three mil- 
lion tons of pig iron was made or han- 
died in that district during the year and 
that Chicago banks hold 8 per cent more 
of depositis, waile loans are 14.5 per cent 
more than at the beginning of 1902. 

‘“‘At New Orleans the outlook is classed 
as fairly good, but Montgomery reports 
192 not as satisfactory as 191, owing to 
the short cotton yield in Alabama, 

‘“Atianta reports that manufacturers 
are doing well on an increased output 
and banks are making good profits. 

“At eastern points it is noted by Phila- 
delphia that tne textile trades were gen- 
erally prosperous and the outiook in the 
dry goods trade is bright. 

‘There is little new in the iron trade. 
Merchant furnaces are sold ahead for 
six to eight months, but independent iron 
men say that nigh raw materials and 
low priced finished products leave little 
or no margin for profits. 

“Nearly all lines of trade show gains 
for 1902 over 1901 at New York, the ma- 
jority ranging from 5 to 10 per cent. 

“The, most important feature in the 
eastern dry goods markets this week is 
the increased buying for export to China 
of brown cottons by which all floating 
supplies of this commodity ‘aave been 
cleaned up and the mills have secured 
orders ahead. 

“Woolen goods retain their good condi- 
tion and raw and manufactured mate- 
rials have closed the year at the high- 
est prices with machinery well employed. 
Wool tends upward, saipments to mills 
continuing heavy and inquiries numer- 
ous. 

‘Eastern shoe manufacturers have still 
something to do to fill winter orders 
and already some are heing importuned 
for prompter delivery of spring goods. 
The jeather trades.are quiet, but there 
is some talk of further advances in soie 
leather.
